Monument Fund. 


At the meeting: of the Board ot Edu- 


catlou lasteveulog, a communication 
WHS received from the Agassiz Memo- 
rial Fund, asking the co-operation of 
tlie Department in receiving and for- 
warding contributions to the Fund' 
The Superintendent recommended 
that the Principals of the various 
schools be empowered to receive vol- 
untary contributions from pupils, not 
to exceed ten cents each. The recom- 
mendation was adopted. 


Water Supply. 


An abundant supply of pure water Is 


the greatest blessing within the pos- 
session of a people. The people of 
Alameda county are In many ways 
blessed with their water facilities 
They have it both fresh and salt. They 
bore for it In tlie valleys and gather It 
In tlie mountains. We have a large 
number of artesian wells\ which are 
constantly increasing, and companies 
are being formed to-gather it. In the 
mountains, where there Is sufficient to 
irrigate all our valley's and supply our 
towns and cities. This abundance of 
water, with the prospect of cheap coal 
from our own mines, will enable us 
to manufacture to advantage. Our 
roads may not only be preserved from 
wear by being sprinkled in summer, 
but our trees and shrubs protected 
from dust and our gardens and lawns 
maintained evergreen. These advan- 
tages will make our localities more 
choice for residence than anywhere 
else, and onrhomes, hotelsand board- 
Ing houses will therefore be In demand 
and kept fully ocoupiei'. 


Coroner's 


Coroner Mather yesterday held an 


Inquest in the matter of the death of 
young Hooper, the man who 
fell 


into the Bay from one of the lochl 
trains on the railroad wharf on the 
12th instant. The deceased had been 
around town during the day, and was 
on his way home In the baggage oar. 
It is supposed that a short lurch of the 
car caused him to fall through the 
side doorway. Several bruises were 
on his body, caused, probably, by his 
falling upon the fence alongside the 
track. The Jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: 


We the undersigned jurors convened 
to inquire into the cause of death ot'a 
person found dro\vned in the Bay ot 
San Francisco, on Jitonday, May 18th, 
do ttnd that the deceased's name was 
Joseph Kent Hooper, a native of the 
State of Maine, aged 34 years, und that 
he came to his death by accidentally 
falling from a car in the local train on 
the 12th day of May, while said train 
was in motion, and that no blame at- 
taches to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Compandor any of the employees of 
said train.
